ASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Repre- 
sentative Townsend of Michigan, 
teday introduced in the House a 
bill amending the Interstate Commerce 
law to conform to recommendations of 
President Taft's recent message to 
Congress. 
The Townsend bill provides for an 
interstate commerce court to be com- 


are to be assigned to that court by the 
‘Chief Justice of the United States, for 
a term of five years. No two terms 
are to expire simultaneously. 

An order of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission will not be stayed merely 
by the fung in the court ofa peti- 
tion of a carrier against it, and an 
erder of the commission can be en- 


joined only upon notice and hearing, 


except in cases where irreparable dam- 
age would result from delay. 
The Department of Justice is to rep- 


resent the Interstate Commerce Com- 


mission in all cases before the special 
court, and, for this purpose an assist- 
ant to the Attorney-General is to be 
appointed. 

As recommended by the President, 
agreements between carriers will be 
permittea, provided they are made 
public and filed with the commission. 

Carriers must quote correctly in 
writing, on the written request of a 
shipper, any rate between the place of 
proposed shipment and any other place

In case an erroneous rate is given in 
writing, whereby a shipper is injured, 
the carrier is subject to a penalty of 
$250, to be collected by and paid to the | 
government. 

The bill empowers the commission to 
suspend the carriers’ notice of change 
of rate pending decision as to whether 
the proposed new rate is just. 

The shipper is given the right “to 
route his freight.” 

The commission is authorized to ini- 
tiate proceedings upon its own motion. 

It is proposed to prevent the issu- 
ance of stocks and bonds except for 
legitimate purposes, and with the ap- 
proval of the commission; and ar rec- 
ommended in the special message of 
the President, it is proposed to pro- 
hibit every carrier from acquiring 
‘stock in a line of railroad which in 
any way competes with it, except as a 
court may find that the people are bet- 
ter served by such acquisition. 

The bill will be presented to the 
Senate tomorrew by Senator Elkins, in 
whose committee room the final con- 
ference Was held this afternoon.

new section of the Penal Code. 


The argument brought out the fact 


that the new iaw and the repealing 
acts relating to the same subject, 
passed at the same time, had made 
such a mess of the law of appeals, that 
it is impossible now to ascertain 
whether there really is any law left 
worthy of the name. ‘Ihe law is in 


such confusion that J. Charles Jones, 


who argued the case as a representa- 
tive of the Attorney-General's office, 
would not say off-hand afterwards 
whether there is any rule remaining 
by which attorneys may be guided on 
appeal. 

The acts that have so unfortunately 
mixed up the law were part of a series 
introduced and supported by the San

ful examination of the codes. They 
were similar to. bills offered by the 
Commonwealth Club of San Francisco,

Proctor Knott, Diablo, Marion C., Or- 
egon and a number of other famous 
horses were foaled. 
Although Salvator’s racing 
extended over only three years, and 
he started in only nineteen races, his 
total winnings—$113,710—place him 
twelfth in the list of the great win- 
ners of the American and English 
turf. In only one race did Salvator 
Tall to finish inside the money. That 
was his first start as a 2-year-old in 
the Junior Champion at Monmouth 
Park, on August 11. 1888. 
This race was won by Proctor Kn 
which was the leading 2-year- 
winner that year. In the Futurity, 
Proctor Knott again defeated Salva- 
tor, winning by half a length. The fol- 
lowing year- Salvator finished third 
to Longstreet and Proctor Knott in 
the Omnibus Stakes. 
In every one of his other sixteen 
starts Salvator finished in front. The 
three defeats he received from Proc- 
tor Knott were the inspiration of 
many verses which were known to al- 
most every man, woman and child in 
1888 and 1889. It is ‘ikely that no 
other horse in this country was so 
familiar, at least name, to the 
general public as was Salvator. 
GREAT 2?-YEAR-OLD. 
As a 2-year-old, Salvater won the 
Flatbush, Titan, Maple and Tuckahoe 
stakes.

That Body Can Regulate Distel

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—The United 
States Supreme Court handed down a 
in| decision sustaining the power of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to 
regulate the distribution of railroad 
cars among coal companies. . 
Railways operating in Illinois were 
the complainants. The decision is re- 
by the government .as most 
important, and it is expected to have 
an important bearing on rate cases. 
In announcing the decision, Justice 
White considered two objections to 
the delegation of power to the com- 
mission, the first being that no such 
delegation had been made by the In- 
terstate Commerce law in the matter 
of the distribution of company fuel 
cars, and, second, that the order en- 
joined by the court below was beyond 
the authority conferred by the law.

LAZINESS PROMOTES INVENTION. 


The Automatic Engine Valve and the 
Pen Relieve irksome 
Werk. 


[London Globe:] The origin of the 
modern automatic valve gear for 
steam engines admirably  iltustrates 


our meaning. One of the first prac- 
tical applications of steam was an 
engine far pumping water. So primi- 
tive was it that a boy was employed 
whose duty it was to watch the piston 
rod. When the rod was at its height 
he opened a valve, which made it de- 
scend: when it wes at its lowest he 
closed the valve, thereby causing it 
to .recommence its upward journey. 
New this boy was essentially lasy. He 
found this occupation monotonous in 
the extreme. And so it happened one 
day that his master came and found 
no boy, although, to his astonishment, 
the pump was working perfectly. The 
lazq boy had procured some pieces of 
iron, and with these he bad made the 
engine work the valves automatically, 
thus giving him his freedom. And this 
was the first invention of an automatic 
steam engine. The boy’s name was 
Trevethick. Undoubtedly we owe an- 
other boon, the fountain pen, to one 
of these lazy ones. To him it was irk- 
some and a waste of time to be con- 
stantly dipping his pen, a labor which 
the patiently plodding, industrious 
man accepted as inevitable. The 
wheelbarrow is another instance of this 
praiseworthy laziness. How the man 
who first trundled a wheelbarrow-——was 
it in the time of the Pharaohs or dur- 
ing the building of the temple of the 
Sun at Baalbec?—must have smiled at 
his fellow-laborers, as they tolled, 
laboriously carrying their loads on 
thelr backs, or heads, or in their 
hands, while he transported his loads 
easily and quickly. For thousands of 
years the horse has been man's chief- 
est friend among the animals.
